The Council of the Eoyal Host of the

changeable" with more precipitation and 
lower temperature than usual. : On the first 
the barometer began falling, which brongt t 
precipitation at nearly every station in the 
State on tbe 3d, 4tb, 5tb, 6th, 7ih, 8tb, 9th 
and 10th, while on the 8th an 'area of low 
barometer had settled over the. State, bc- 
companied by high winds, reaching an ex- 
treme velocity of 60 miles per hour at Win- 
nemacca and Carson City. From the 10th 
the .weather began to blear, and became 
warmer, giving the'maximom temperature 
for the month at. most stations about the 
16tb, while the lowest temperature was 
generally reported from the several sta- 
tions during the fiwt few days of the 
month. The month was favorable in al- 
most every section of the State for agri- 
oottural pursuits, and the. advancement of 
fruit and other trees to bud and blossom, 
especially so in Esmeralda coanty, where 
apricots, almonds and other trefs wore re- 
ported in bloom as early aa the 12th, 
Ithile in thb central portion of that county 
crocuses and other plants were ini bloom 
early in the month. Grass is (appearing in 
moat sections and cattle are • better, pro- 
tected from starvation than at any .time 
since December. It appears, from reports 
received, that since the snow is disappear- 
ing and cattlemen have examined their in- 
terests, the loss of stock incident to the 
severe weather of January and February 
will not be as heavy as reported during the; 
past two months. There was 12.1 cloud- 
less, 8.1 partly cloudy, and 19.3 cloudy 
dny's daring the month, and 6.4 days on 
which precipitation fell.

39.0 degrees, was 0.6 degrees below tha 
normal, 0.2 degrees lower than the mean 
temperature for tbe same month in 1889. 
The lowest average mean temperature for 
the month was reported from Elko ahdNye 
counties, while the highest average mean 
temperature was reported at Esmeralda 
county. 
Tbe maximum temperature for 


the State was 82 degrees at El Dorado can- 
yon, where the monthly mean temperature 
was C1.6 degrees. The lowest temperature 
for the month was—15.0 degrees at El-ko, 
while the monthly mean was 30. G degrees 
atTuscarora. 
Temperatures below zero 


were reported but from one station—Elko 
—on the lit and 2nd. 
The mean daily 


range was 22,4, mean monthly range 46.7, 
and the extreme range for the State was 
97.0 degrees.

PBECtPITAHOl?. 


PracipiTstion was general throughout the 


State in the form of rain and snow on the 
3d, 4th, Bth, 6th, 7th, 8th, 9tb, 10th, 18lh, 
19th, 20th, 25th, 28th, 29tb, 30th and 31»t, 
snow falling in high altitudes and rain in 
the valleys. It was heaviest in the counties 
of Elko, Eumboldt, Douglas, Washes, 
Lander and Eureka, and lightest in tfye 
and Esmeralda countiei. The heaviest re- 
ported from one station was 4,39 inches, 
at Lowers' ranch, Washoe county, while 
none fell at Columbus Marsh, and but a 
"trace" at Oandelaria in Esmeralda county. 
The avtrago precipitation was 1.71, which 
is heavier than it has been during the past 
three years. The average snowfall during 
the month was 7.05 inches, and tbe num- 
ber of rainy days was G.4.

WORKED AND DRESSED.

Fashions Did Not Chance In Those Days 


so Often as They Do Now—When the 
•Women Really Made Their Own Clothes. 
Henry Clay's Jeans Breeches. " 
The costume of the pioneer belle was not 


elaborate, and" when she left the: parental 
cabin for'a.hfimeof her own no Saratoga- 
trunks were required for her wardrobe. She 
•wore the larger portion of it. -In later yeans 
•we read that Henry Clay used'to drive to 
Washington city in his family carriage with, 
his wife and daughter, and takeftheir ward- 
robe Tfith them for a winter's stay at the na-; 
tional capital. Now the luggage of such a 
party would half fill a baggage' car. 
: 
In this day of diversified industry,when one 


labor saving invention crowds another ofl 
the stage in endless and rapid succession, one 
An scarcely comprehend the patient, perse- 
vering effort required of the pioneeVnouse- 
wife iu the discharge of the -ordinary duties 
of the cabin. The lack of costly furniture, 
handsome carpets, fragile bric-a-brac and 
expensive hangings did not lessen her care. 
She -was both mistress and servant, matron 
and nurse, housekeeper and charwoman,- 
dairymaid and cook. Neatness was not less 
demanded of her than of the modern house; 
wife, and her split broom and scrub brush 
found ample service in keeping floor and fur- 
niture clean and .white. 


DIVIDED LABOR. 


The labor was pretty well divided between 


the sexes. "The men," the early .writers tell 
us, "hunted and brought in the meat; they 
planted, plowed -and gathered, the corn, 
grinding it into meal at a hand mill or 
pounding it into hominy in the mortar, 
which was occasionally the work of either or 
the joint labor of both." But with these 
offices the labor of the women was scarcely 
begun. Custom and necessity united to lay 
upon her the care of providing for every 
household need that the rude agriculture of 
the period did not supply, and in ill the mul- 
tifarious duties which engaged her skill and 
energy she labored unaided by labor saving 
machinery. And so she milked, the cows in 
all. weather, while sturdy men - and boys 
watched an operation too effeminate to enlist 
their services. She churned the butter ^car- 
ried the tubs to a spring a quarter or half 
mile from the cabin, or caught rain water in 
troughs and barrels from the eaves for the 
"washing;" made her own soap; washed, 
picked, carded and dyed the wool; pulled, 
broko and( hackled the flax; spun the thread 
and nwe'the cloth; contrived and made the 
garments; reared her children, nursed the 
sick, sympathized With the distressed, and en- 
couraged the disheartened laborer at her 
side. In all this, and above it all, woman 
was the tutelary saint of the frontier. 


The first cloth made in Kentucky was in 


1770, 
by the wife of "William Poague, who 


that year joined the settlement at Harrods- 
burg. She brought with her the first spin- 
ning wheel over seen west of tha mountains, 
and she spun thread from the lint of the net- 
tle, which grew abundantly in the new coun- 
try, and upon a rnde loom contrived by her 
husband she worked it into cloth." This she 
called linen, but by adding a "filling" spun 
from buffalo wool she made a cloth she 
called linsey woolsey. Considerable of such 
cloth was made here before the introduction 
of sheep, and before the people) -began to cul- 
tivate flax and hemp. 


These ore no fancy sketches drawn from a 


romantic imagination, but true of pioneer 
life, and the world is not half a century older 
since much of that described above could be 
daily witnessed in Kentucky.. 


A DUEL OVER JEAK3. 
. 
- 


The spinning wheel, the loom and the reel 


havo disappeared, except as relics. (It is 
fashionable now to have our grandmothers' 
old wheels, bedecked with ribbons and gew- 
gaws, conspicuously displayed in our parlors 
and libraries.) Asnitof country brown jeans 
is never seen now, except when the revenue 
officers bring in a squad of moonshiners from 
the mountains. But following the period of 
buckskin breeches every man woro home 
made jeans and linens.- I have seen the late 
Governor John L. Helm on public occasions, 
where he took a conspicuous port, dressed in 
a suit of jeans. 


Tho celerated duel between Henry Clay 


and Humphrey Marshall in 1807 grew out of 
Marshall's sarcastic criticism of Clay for wear- 
ing jeans clothes. Marshall was an aristo- 
crat socially and a federalist politically. He 
believed Clay's republican ideas and ple- 
beian tastes affected to give him prestige 
with the people, and he gave his "stinging 
pen and bitter tongue" full swing at him, 
until Clay could no longer endure his biting 
sarcasm, and he challenged him. The result 
of the duel was nothing more serious, said 
CoL Sam Major, writing of the affair, than 
"a slight wound to Mr. Clay's jeans breeches 
inflicted by Marshall's Manton." 


One of the early writers, describing the 


times in the first quarter of the present cen- 
tury, says: "Fashionable young men wore 
tight bodied, swallow tailed coats, with large, 
high collars, buff or white .vests, stockinet 
pants, high top boots, wrinkled or fair, with 
a tassel in front, high short collars reaching 
to the ears, -and a few wore ruffl°s. Gold 
watches -were uncommon, but a bull's eye 
with a metallic fob chain, seal and key was 
usually sported. The fashions didn't change 
then as often as they do now. The same bon- 
net or-hat was worn for. years. Men wore 
their hats eight or ten years, and yet,'not 
. half worn out, would barter them to the hat- 
ter in part pay for a new one of the latest 
style. 


"The same .bonnet, was worn as long, the 


trimming perhaps • changed every, two or 
three years. Calico was the prevailing ma- 
terial for ladies' fine dresses, such as were 
worn in making calls, attending religious 
meetings or evening parties. Tbe more el- 
derly wore bombazine. 
Six yards were 


amply sufficient for a pattern. An article 
called homespun wool, or cotton and wool, 
was usually worn about the house when en- 
gaged in ordinary domestic duties. There 
were social parties in those days, but there 
was some regard paid to proper hour* far 
meeting and dispersing. Tbe company as- 
sembled at early candle lighting and went 
home at reasonable bedtime, and had no ice 
cream or oyster suppers."—W. H. Ferrine in 
Louisville Courier-Journal.
